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~ Address Corrections 
Needed

Are you “good in the book”? A couple 
mailings to hams indicates that about 10 
percent of the addresses in the callbook are 
invalid. These addresses are exactly what the 
FCC has on file. So check the following list 
and see if you appear. If so, as of last March 
(when this database was created) the FCC did 
not know where you were. Why is this 
important? Well, it is handy for you fellow 
hams to be able to send you QSL cards, but it 
is also a license requirement. Due to an 
incorrectly copied call there is always a possi- 
bility of the FCC sending you a letter to 
which you must respond in 10 days. If they 
don’t have a current address you certainly 
wort be able to meet that requirement. 

If your call is not up to date just get a 610 
form and send it in. The local FCC office is 
listed in the phone book and they will be 
happy to send you a 610 form. The club also 
has a supply so you can pick one up at a 
club meeting. A couple of notes about the 
following list. These calls came back from a 
mailing to Washington County hams. My 
daughter Harmony (N7XFR) transferred calls 
from letters to a compute file. There are 
bound to be a few typos in the list so it you 
see something that is not a valid call that is 
the reason. The data came from the QRZ 
CD-ROM mentioned in the newsletter a few 
months ago. The list was sorted by my word 
processor so the sort order is strictly alphabetic 
and does not follow the normal call sorting 
convention. It is unlikely I will be able to 
convince Microsoft to add a “callsign sort” to 
their word processor, so I guess I will have to 
write a program to do this.

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Tower Update

The latest tower ordinance hearing was 
held on July 27, 1993 at 6:30pm. There were 
approximately 250 people in attendance, all 
hams with the exception of 4 who opposed 
towers and about 10 who were there to 
discuss some items on the agenda other than 
ham towers. You may recall that three 
hearings without changes to the ordinances 
for it to become law. This was hearing 
number two. Number three is scheduled for 
August 3 at 10:30am. 

Of the five Washington County Commis- 
sioners, only three were present but that is 
60% and enough to conduct business. Com- 
missioners Linda Peters and Bonnie Hays 
were absent. 

Since they made no changes last night, 
the Property Rights Preservation Leauge of 
Washington County still has some com- 
plaints about what this ordinance says: 

1. Fees. They are still outrageous. Up to 
$1250 for certain installations. 
2. Setbacks. We will be required to set any 

tower back 100% of it's height from a 

neighbor's 10' x 12' tool shed [or any 


other structure - editor] to "protect" them. 


3. There are absolute limits on tower height 
regardless of any other circumstances, 
like maybe 250 acres. 

4, There are Type II and III Development 
Permit procedures required for some 
installations which means letters to your 
neighbors and public hearings where 
your neighbors are invited to speak 
against you. 

That's most of what we think is bad 
about Ordinance 414. Some of our previous 
complaints have been resolved because we 
had an excellent turnout of hams at a hear- 
ing a month of so ago and they deleted a lot 
of ridiculous requirements then. This turn- 


out wasn't so good. Are you getting tired of 
this whole thing? I know I am, but if we let 
up now, we will surely lose, and lose big 
time. Please don't bail out now. 

We will be represented once again at the 
August 3 hearing and we will once again 
voice our complaints. 

[Editor's note: The August 3rd meeting will 
have occurred by the time you read this. We will 
have a full wrap-up at the club meeting Aug 11. ]

NEWS FROM ARRL AND WESTLINK REPORT 


Due to concerns about interference to The. Russian newspaper "Patriot" has 


navigational equipment, Northwest Airlines has 
banned the use of ham and CB radios, cellular 
phones, FM radios, remote-controlled toys, and 
compact disc players while in flight. It will be 
permissible to use portable computers, calculators, 
tape players, and electronic games with the 
Captain's approval and only while above 10,000 
feet. 

The FCC has released a Notice of Proposed 
Rule making concerning exposure to RF radiation. 
Two sets of guidelines will be established; one for 
the general public, and more stringent restrictions 
for engineers and technicians working around 
equipment at transmission sites. 

August 3rd marks the 15th anniversary of 
Radio Shack's introduction of the Model 1, Level 1 
computer. A lot of CPUs have come and gone 
since then. Today, even a 286 machine is 
considered ancient! 

New question pools for the Novice and 
Technician written exams go into effect July 1, 
1993. A new edition (second edition) of the 
ARRL's Novice and Technician study guide, "Now 
You're Talking" is available and reflects the 
changes. Also, on July 1st the Novice Class 
examinations will be placed under the Volunteer 
Examiner Coordinator (VEC) system. This FCC 
ruling changes volunteer examiner (VE) 
accreditation to allow General Class licensees to 
administer exams for the Novice and Technician 
licenses. Generals and up who wish to become 
accredited ARRL VEs can call for information at 
41-800-9ARRL-VEC.

Uzbekistan was missing from the list. Russian 
licensing authorities are imposing licensing fees of 
$35 for visiting western hams (for operations 
ranging from 1 to 30 days) and plan to collect up to 
$135 for a 2-year visitor's license. 

A couple of Michigan State University scientists 
have made a startling discovery: the number of 
sunspots that appeared in the year your mother 
was born can be shown to be statistically 
associated with your probable longevity. The 
children of mothers who were born during peaks in 
the sunspot 11 year cycle are very likely to die 2 to 
3 years sooner than if their mothers had been born 
during the sunspot minimum. A population of over 
7500 was included in this study and two studies in 
England have confirmed this strange phenomenon.
